Right or wrong these are all reasonable 
arguments and the public should have 
a chance to express an opinion on them. 

For certainly it is*the majority opinion 
of Edmonton and Calgary people that 
should decide the issue. 

If the people of Edmonton and Cal- 
gary want men and women to drink to- 
gether, they should have an opportunity 
to say so. 

If they do not want men and women to 
drink together, they should have an op- 
portunity to speak out and settle the con- 
troversy for once and for all. 

Assuredly the peremptory refusal of 
Premier Manning_to even consider mixed 
drinking in Alberta's two chief cities 
settles nothing. 

Alberta is being governed, or should 
be governed, not by Premier Manning's 
will, but by the will of the people. 

They should have an early chance to 


express it. 


Problem of Displaced Persons 


If there is anything of a substantial 
nature in the charge, vigorously made at 
a meeting of the Montgomery branch of 
the Canadian Legion, that displaced per- 
sons are given a preference in housing and 
jobs over ex-servicemen, then the federal 
government should institute a careful en- 
quiry into the whole situation with the 
idea of eliminating such discrimination. 

Every intelligent and humane Cana- 
dian, including veterans, would like to see 
Canada absorb as many homeless persons 
from other lands as the Canadian economy 
will permit. 

Everyone would like to see these un- 
fortunate people, provided they are un- 
tainted by perversive political doctrines, 
established in profitable and useful jobs 
in Canada. 

But the veterans do not lose sight of 
the fact, and the government and people 
should not lose sight of it, that the claim 
of displaced persons to Canadian homes 
and jobs is entirely predicated on the

The Socialist government of Britain 
has taken a very wise political step in in- 
structing its subsidiary, the British Broad-

The federal government would do well 
to make that study. Indeed, such a study is 
absolutely necessary if the flow of dis- 
placed persons into Canada is to continue. 

It is no kindness to bring into Canada 
persons who cannot be absorbed into the 
Canadian economy or persons whose pres- 
ence effects hardships upon persons al- 
ready a part of that economy.

minimum wages, medical care 
and old-age pensions,

A Ringer for ‘The Rock’ 


There was no doubting that Marotti, a 21-year-old 
young gamecock whose facial characteristics, topped off 
by a three or four days growth of beard gave him 
the look of a ‘Rocky’ Graziano, had enjoyed a comfortable 
edge on the sentimental favorite.
